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PREFACE, 


TY E German Churches in America have 
always been endeavoring to keep up their lan» 
guage, and have nerer neglected the proper 
means for this purpoſe. They have creeted 
every where ſchools, and they catechiſe their 
children in German. Theſe endeavors. are 
foundcd neither in a contempt of the language 
prevailing in this part of the world, nor of 
the other proteſtant religious focieties, but in 
the nature of things. Parents arrive in this 
country without a competent knowledge of the 
Englith. "They cither find German churches 
citabliſhed, or they come in ſuch numbers to 
a place as to be able to eſtabliſh them. There 
is then no queſtion about the language, But 
the entrance of any religious {ociety 15 Con» 
nected with an implicit eygagement tobe and 
remain a ſupporter of it, I know. of no au-. 
thority commiſtoned to. diſcharge' any one: 
from this obligation, except tae interference 
of confciencious. {cruples about the {alubrity 
of the dodqtrine. Any other con{tderation that 
ever induced a perſon to break up the meme» 
berſhip with a congregation, was a violation 
ol honeſty, for ſuch memberſhip-is founded-in 
a contract, 

From theſe two circumſtances, the uſe of 
the German language and the obligation ſpc= 
ken of, the Germans find no inconvenience 11 
the molt parts of the Unitcd Statcs, where they 
have formed fuch congregational union. But

The obligativn on, onr part, to do good unto 
our fellow-crearures for the fake of him who crea- 
ted us and them, is felt by every rational creature, 
It is the law of God written into the hearts of a]l 
men.; yet it 18 confirmed by experience, equally 
general, that a dijenc/inatisn to the performance of 
this ac'nowledged duty prevails in the human race, 
A propenſity to evil ſo general is not deducible 


from 2 mere poſſibility of doing it. This pollibjs 
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lity preſuppoſes a divine plan in the creator, tg 
have moral agents in >his world; a plan perfect!y 
compatible with his wildom and benevolence, pro- 
vided be makes the knowledge of bis will atraina- 
ble. Bur beſides this polhbility of moralevil there 
ſeems to be among men &a general conſpiracy to it, 
This myſterious appearance leems only to be diſlo. 
!uble by hiſtorical accounts. - But hiſtorical ac» 
counts reſt upon relation, not upon refle&ion or 
contemplation, 

A thought of another and cover ceaſing life after 
this preſent, has likewile as generally as the ſenſe 
of duty pervaded mankind ; eſpecially the think. 
ing and wile part of it, The excellency of our 
meutal faculties, the general deſire of a continu- 
ance of life, anda detect in the rewards and pn- 
niſhments, ſeemingly due tro virtue and vice, in 
this life, are the arguments alledged in favour of 
Cuach an expectation. Though thefe arguments are b 
no means without their weight, a prediſpolition de- 
pendivg upon ſome implanted notions has undoubt-

To derive or Iginal fin from rhe firit man's being 
the federal head of the human race, ſeems not a 
tistaftory to a mind inclined to derive oniy good 
and perfe& rhings and gitts from the good and 
perfect creater, We are born In ſin, becauſe the 
Satanic invitation to fin begins early and with ovr 
very appearing in the world. He may be retiited, 
but before we come to reflet on the necelity of 
doing this we have yieided to his temptations 'and 
are tranſgreilors of the law.

All this has 
been recorded by ſeveral hiſtorians, ſoon ater his 
exit out of this world, and in places not r-mote 
from the” theatrs of facts. Among hig enemes, 
there was no attempt to deny the miracles, but 
aided by the ſuperſtition! of that time, they en- 
ervated the impreflion they could make by charg- 
ing,him with ſocery, 8, 7: this Jeſus declared be. 
fore hand his ſufferings and death, {ix times at 
leaſt ro his diiciples, John ©, 70, 71. Mart. 16, 21, 
17, 12. 22. :0, 18, Jobn 12, 27, and eleven times 
at leaſt to the unbelievers, Vat. 9, 15. 21, 28, 
Luke 12, 33+. john 7, 1, 42, 17, 3,21, 12, 32, 2, 
19, 8,”28, 12, 35--and he himſelf gave the follow- 
ng explanation of it : Hi: death ſhould be the re- 
demption of mankind, Mat.. 20, 28. and a recon- 
ciliation unto God, John 6, 51. It ſhould be 
preached to the world, Mat. 12, 29, 40. as the 
roſpel, or unexpectedly oflered pardon. Vat. 26, 
12. Jt ſhould be the ſignal of making the offer of 
iſe and grace general in the world, Luke 12, $o, 
20, 17, enable men willingly to ſuffer pain and 
death after him. Mat; 1%, 24, 20, 22. It ſhould 
reſtore to life every. one, Who would wiſh to live 
through him, John 3, 24. and at the ſame time ix 
would give: bim the qualification, to appear onzce as 
the judge of the world, Luke 17, 24, 25. Concern- 
inghis perſon and nature, he declared to have de- 
icended from heaven, John 3, 13. intending to 
aſcend up where he was before. 6, 62, 16, 28, He 
ſpeaks of - glory which he had with God, before 
the world was, 17, 5. which is the expreflion uſed 
of God's infinity. Pſm. 90; 2. He declared him- 
ſelf the only begotten ſon of God, .one. with God, 
John 10, 39. which the Jews explained, that he 
made himſelf God, 38. In his anſwer he pleaded 
his right to it, but did not charge them. with mil- 
Interpretation, He appeals to the works he did. 
Another time he ſays, that all men ſhould honour 


the ſon even as they honour the father. John 5, 23; 
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Ar his departure from his diſciples they worſhiped 
him, and his followers according to the tellimonyy 
ot aheatheniſh governor, ſung him as'a' God, 
their hymns. After his exaljration he exprefle( 
his dignity thus: ! am the alpba und omega; the 
firſt and the laſt. Rey. I, 8, IT, I2, T7, 18. '] am 
he, which ſearches the reins, and heartsand I will 
give unto eyery one according to his works. 2, 22.

and here he is repreſented as baving the ſpirit of 
God, 5, 6. and being adored together with God 
the father by all the multitode of angels and 'men 
in heaven.

In the night proceeding the death of the Meſii- 
ah, who on account of the*greek language prevenl- 
ing at that time in the world, is called by the 
greek name” Chrilt, and his followers, Chriſtians, 
there was a kind of facrifice celebrated, called the 
paſllyvver, The Fews had many ircritices, which 
all were an emblem of the offering of an innocent 


life for the guilty, pome of ijuch lacrifices WETrs

holy Ipirit and that he wasS not Chrilt, but that be 
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yorat, ſome eat by the miniſters of religion, but 
the patlover was eat by all the profeſlors of the 
Jewiſh religion, whach had the intention of pon

This is effected by an unjon with the ſacrifice. Af- 
ter Chriſt had celebrated this with his Gitcrptes; 
he took bread and wine, pave 1t to his dilcipies 
and declared that cating avd drinking this thould 
be a participation of his ſacrifice, and that this 
ſhould be a continued cultom among them. "This 
1n fact was an abragation of all ſacrifices, a5 5e- 
ing typical and now fulfilled, and the eftabliſh- 
ment of the Chriitian Church by the will and Tci- 
tament of Chrilt, or- the new covenant in contra- 
diltintion of the old, made by Moſes, Exod: 24; 
5, 6, with-the prefigarative blood, , This was the 
avpropriation-of -Chrilt's. ſacrifice to rhe © horch, 
and therefore juſtification” of all its preſent and jus 
ture members at once, provided they were lincere. 

Sincerity diſcovers itfelt in the ſubmiſſion, un- 
der the revelation of God, if that has ſufficient cri- 
terions of truth, in the grateful reception of the 
offered grace, and in the profcflion of it before 
men. 

The Jews. had had a cuſtom among themſclres 
beivre the appearance of Chriſt, to incorporate 
ſuch of the gentiles into/their nation, as wiſhed 
with them to worſhip the God of lirael as the on- 
ly true God, by | diping them under water, 6ignl- 
ſying on the part-ot-the thus baptized an acknow- 
Iedgement that they before were unclcan ayd now 
by the incorporation into Irackclean. But ſhort- 
ly before hr is public appearance and at his time 
there was a great prophet commiſſioned by Gad, to 
declare the Jews themſelves unclean and to preach 
to them that repentance, they preached to the 
Gentiles. 7 he well diſpoſed bumbled 1h emlelyes, 
acknowledged the neceſlity of a regeneration and 
were baptized - as if from Gentiles they became 
Jews. joun, this was the name of the prophet, 
declared nnto them, that he could not give the 
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would come after him, and was now among ther, 
As his baptiſm nevertheleſs ſignified regeneration, 
which even Joſepucs, a Jewifh writer, who made 
10 profcilion of ciiriltianity, teſtifies ( Jew. Aniq, 
1.18. c. 7.; it «$on the part ({ the baprized ata; 
lema declaration ©: the necetity of regenezation, 
Chriſt now communding, 11s diſciples to eſtabliſh 
his religion in the world, directed them, to remain 
at the capital of the Jewiſh country, till they had 
received the Holy Ghoſt, wham he wonld ſend 
them, and then they ſhould preach the goſp e], that 
15 to ſay, remiſhon of fin, removal of its puniſh- 
r1eat, death and tavor of God, unto all nations, 
He who would receive Chriſt as his ſaviour and 
Lord, for this is believing, and who world ſuffer 
himſelf by baptiſm, and conſequently by public 
profeſſion of the religion of Chriſt, to be incorpo- 
rated into the church, eſtabliſhed on the evening, 
preceeding his death, ſhould: be delivered from 
death. The other, that would reje&t that offer, 
would remain under rhe ſentence of condemnation, 
They that would make ſuch profeliion of faith, 
ſhould be tzught by the apoſte}s, whatever Chrilt 
had commanded, and a<' tlie Jewiſh teachers uſed 
to baptize in their name ard conſequently wpon 
their do&rine, and were'then called the fathers of 
ſuch nroſelytes, but Chriſt bad forbidden; to ca}! 
in ſuch a ſenſe any one father, they were on!y 
commanded to baptize in the name” of the Father, 
the Sor and the Hely Choff, and not in their name. 
That there 3s a 5 Aurality 1 in the deity, although 
there 1s but one GU, is percievable from the hilt- 
ory of the creation, where-we.read.ot a _—_ 
conſuiltation,and in manyplaces of the ſacred recor 
Burt the mairer was not cleared vp, the pro = 
always declaring that an enlargement of the knopw- 
ledge of God, as well as a general diffuſion of it 
mn the whole world; would be reſerved to the days 
of Meffiah. A meſſenger of God, however, who is 
God, and a ſpirit of God is fron {poken of Chrik 
now in putting theſe three perſons together and 
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making them the fathers of the baptized, aſcribing 
[hem a naine, that is perſonality, and directing 
the baptized, to look up to them only as their lea- 
ders, the Father as the God of Iſrael, the Son as 
Chriſt ſent by him to redeem the world, the Holy 
Spirit, ſent by Chrilt, to counteract the remprati- 
ons of the devil and remove the difficulties arifing 
from ignorance and deprayation, has given us as 
clear ideas of a triune God, as our underitanding 
in the world of trial and imperte&ion 18 capable to 
receive. As Chriſt ſays once, Tand my father are 
2ne, theſe three perſons are one, They conttitute 
one God, God and each perlon in God 1s the 
obje& of the, adoration of the baptized believers, 
andin addrefliing the Father we pray to the 
Son and Holy Ghoſt, There is no d«it- 
ference in intereſt or ſeparatitn in government or 
diveriity in will and inclination. If the chriſtian 
church is wrong in this interpretation of the [crip- 
ture, the error was unavoidable, and the Meftiah 
kiagdom which was according to the expreſs lans« 
guage of the prophets to deſtroy idolatry in the 
world, by the moſt expreſs language of the Meſhah 
and his meflengers has eltabliſhed it. Chriſtians, 
who worſhip the Father, Sen and the Holy Ghoſt 
as the only one God, are the true unitarians, and 
the antitrinitariads, who muſt and do ucknowledge 
that Chriſt is tiled God in the bible (fee Wolzoge- 
ni1i opera ad Luc. 24, 52. they worſkipped him, 
fince they acknowledged his divine majeſty, and 
at John 1,71, he is God, but not the higheſt God)

The apoſtles remained at Jeruſalem, and being 


gathered together on a Jewiſh feltival, on which 
they celebrated the Sinaitic legiſlation which bad 
conitituted them rhe people of God, they received 
12 manaer percievable by their own and the ex» 
ternal ſenſes of others the Holy Ghoſt, tha 35 to 
lay, a rich meaſure of his gifts, for lwo or hree

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great purpoics : Firſt, Jeſus was by this in the 
molt folemn manner declared to be the Mefhah, 
for from him the Jews expected the Holy Ghoſt, 
Rom. 1, 4. vecondly, Jelus ſhewing himſeIfas the 
fountain of the hoty ſpirit, declared all ſuch his 
members, as ever had received and would receive 
the fame. Thirdly, jeſus enabled his meſſengers to 
preach with power his goſpel inthe world, for he 
ſan&tioned their miſſion as God had formerly done 
in the miſſion of Moles Exod. 4, 3. to eſtabliſh 
their credibility. The performances of miracles 
in the premitive Church was a notorious thing, 
Sucton ius3 calls the the chriſtians therefore force. 
rers, (Nero 6.) and the apollogilts. ſpeaking of the 
miracles of the chriſtians, appeal to the facts and 
to g2neral knawledge, 

Chriſt's meflengers thus inſtructed and qualified, 
made-rhe begining of .executing their ottice with 
the ſews, of whom many thoufands were 1ncorpo- 
rated. They had a period of grace of forty years 
after which their government was deſtroyed and 
cealed, becauſe ro Chriſt was the patherins of the 
people. God has not caſt his people away, for 


every individual of them, and they altogether may 


be ingratted into Chriſt, bur the people of God, 


the holy Iſrael are now the chriſtian. Thar Iſrael 


a:cording to the fleſh 1s ſuffered to : remain 


diſtin guifhable in the world, is to witneſs 


to the world the truth ofthe bible. AII the bril- 
liant promiſes, made to the people of God in the 
jatter times, belong to the ſpiritual Iſrae}, the 
church of Chriit. Iſrael according to the {fleſh was 
the people, unto which were committed the ora- 
cles of Gad, Theſe are now commirted-unro—the 
chriſtians, It fe]l, that the waole ifrae! might be 


ſaved, to which if they will, they may belong. 


The apoſtels went from the Jews to the Gentiles, 


where they met with the molt nnexpectied ſuccels, 
They eſtabliſhed every where chu cþes ſet in or- 


er things that were wantiug aad ordained elders 


ar teachers in every city. 1he congregations thus 
eltabliſied they endeavoured to preſerve andedify 
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by word of mouth and bv letters. Of theſelet- 
ters ſome are yet in our hands. 2\s the Ll ord has 
{5und theſe men faithtul, to entrutt them his Gol 
pel and has anointed them with ſuch an abundanc 
meaſure of his ſpirit, thele remnants of their 1n- 
tructions are the jult ſtandard 'of our faith. As 
in{trucors in the canale of Chrilt they mult have 
been made infallible, and hearing them muit be 
hearing Chriſt. In thele epiſlties they quote, it- 
luitrate, and explain inolt all of the books which 
the Iſraelites deemed ſacred, which bouoks allo 
Chriſt himſelt quoted aud laid of them : The [crip- 
tire cannot be broken, But the books we have in 
the collection, called the old teſtament, are accord - 
112 to the teſtimonies of tne two Jewiſh writers, 
ſolephus and Philo, the tacred books of the Jewiih 
Church, Both colle&ions therefore contain the 
oracles of Gad, and we may draw our ſyſtem of 
doQtrine from them.

The ſacred boaks of the Jewiſh Church are writ- 
ten in Hebrew, andthe remnants of the apoſtolic 
inſtructions in Greek : languages, which are both 
now dead in the world. This creates for the 
teachers of the Church of Chriſt the neceſlty of 
learning theſe languages, and as for learning ſuch 
dead languages many things are. requilite, as hiſ[- 
tory, antiquities &c. many of which are attaina- 
ble by the medium of the Latin language ; it can- 
not be againſt the will of our Lord, that the minil- 
ters of the goſpel be men learned in human wil- 
dom, provided they are truly pious. If however, 
they are not pious, the detrimental conſequences 
can only be felt by them, not by the church mem 
bers whoare feriouſly diſpoſed toſearch after trurh 
and follow it, From the ſcriptures being written 
In languages, now dead, and from ſome «ther cir- 
cumilances, there ariſes likewiſe an ambiguity in 
many tcripture-expreſiions, which creates Gifteren- 
ces 1n interpreri ng, and diftenſions in opinions, 
This may excite a prot 10yeſtigation, it diſtin

love, and {tamps the lcarchers of truth accordin Th 
to their diiferent exertions, with difterent de- 
grees of G1Vine approb: tion Fug e ditlerent devo- 
minations ard feers con Ann ewe Cortfiian church, 
and the holy {pirit connects 7% operation with 
the word in all ſuch, where the foundations are 
nor deſtroved.

As memvers of the Church and partakers of the 
holy ghoſt, the believers have now to ſhew their 
ftincerity by watchtuinefſs, and rhe good uſe they 
make of the grace of God in godlincts and charity. 
The baptized are commandaed to be taught Matth, 
28,-20. This preſuppoſes their gathering toge- 
ther : a practice common to all fuch as ever had a 
knowledge of God's revealed 'witl. The apoſtles 


tad toſct in order things belonging to ſuch allem- 


blies, becauſe they were prophets. Chriſtian love 


Gitates a cheerful ſubmiſlion to ſuch ordinances, as 
found in the charch, though the origin of fome, 
cannot be traced in the remnats of the apoſtolic 
taltraRigns as expreſs commands : but their aG- 
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herence totruth rejects all {uch, as are contrary 
either to the letter or ſpirit of them. This mode of 
thinking reduces the chriſtian worſhip to great 
ſimplicity, and permits chriſtian liberry to be dif- 
played. Singing and praying was always the chief 
7 mployment of the people convened for relig! 01:8 
purpoles. A heatneniſh govenor acquarmnts the 
emperor his maſter in the beginning ot the ſecond 
century, that the chriſtians in their aflewblies ſung 
hymns to Ch;/37 as God and entered reſulutions cf 
a blameleſs life. Sacrifices conſtituted, frcm the 
time of the Adamic tall, hkewiſe a part of pubic 
worſhip. Theſe prefigurated Chriits atoning death, 
and among, the heathen the cuſtom crept in trom 
ancient tradition. The chriftians 011g] 1t net to he 
without this efſential part of worſhip. Bur their 
acrificing conſilts in partaking of the Lord's body 
and blood: purſuant to the expreſs inſtitution of 
Chriſt, which is to laſt in the Church ill he come, 
Cor-'vr, 29 The fathers of rhe firft centvries are 
unanimous in calling the Lord” s f1pper the chriſtizn 
lacrihce, NegleCing this, 1s giving up his intere{t 
1n Chriſt's atoning deat}, 
ſrres that intercit, bur jt 1s likewiſe true, that 
Faith implies conſolation, obedience and profefliion 
Faith dues it, becaule it dilcovers the propenſity 
of the mind, to do rhe will of God, and this 1s fol - 
lowed by partaking of the holy ghoſt, given in 
conſequence of joining the Church with ſincerity. 
Other acts of public worſhip concern order and 
diſcipline, and the Jeſs chriltians are Jed in ſuch 
points by expreſs apoſtolic mjonctions, the more 
they att as children, whom the Son has freed, and 
as the peopleſervingGod willingly 3n the beaury of 
holineſs, Only tbe congregations are to follow 11 
ſuch things, their ipiritual leaders, whether their 
appellation be biſhops, p+Rors, or elders. It is 
neceflary, fays Ignatius, the biſhop of Antioch in 
the firſt century, in his epilile to the Trallians, 
* That whatever vou Go, you do nothing without 
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It 1s true, that faith in- - 
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your biſhop. And to your preſbyters you muſt be 
ſubje&t, as ro the apoſtles of Chrilt—W ithout them 
there 1s no ele church, no congregation of ſaints, 
n0 meetingof good people.” 
The mmitiation of a new chourch-member, by bap- 
iſm, may be done 1a the public aſlembly, Or 1N 
private in the preſence of witneltes, becauſe we 
find both moces practiſed in the primitive church, 
The time and age of a perſon, who is to be jniti- 
ated, we likewite nd no where precitely profſcrib- 
ed. The Chriſtians follow therefore the church 
practice, and found rexion. The Fewiſh church 
had circumciſion for its initiation. Circumciſion 
made a perſon debter to the whole law, Gal. 5, 2. 
ſo baptiſm obliges to the obedience of Chriſt, and 
35 caltted the circumcifion of Chritt, or the Chril- 
tian circumcihion. Col. 2, It. No ſhadow of doubt 
remains therefore, that the Chriſtian children are 
thus to be initiated Some parents ouce brought 
children to Chrilt, that he ſhould teuch them. Fe 
complied with the requeſt, and we think his a& 
not an indifferent one. Jewifh children were then 
raught, and after their arrival] to the years of d4- 
cretion, publiciy examined and as children of the 
law received into the congregation. This chriſti- 
ans likewiſe do, and the latter is an at&t that ſhould 
never be done 1n private, becauſe the Congregati- 
vn is ſuppoſed to give its conſent to the recepti- 
on, and r@ witnels, that the teacher has done his 
duty in inſtructing the new member. This aG&, 
called confirmation, 1s only to be done with ſuch 
as were baptized before they, could be inſtructed. 


Thus Chriltians are a people, who believe that 
faith in Jeſus Chrilt gives the hope of eternal life 
and makes holy. Offuch as are not made holy by it, 
they judge, that though they profeſs with the 
mouth, they believe not in tie heart ; and of ſuch 
who find the evidences of Teſus's mifhon into the 
world not convincing enovgh for their underſtand- 
' Ins, they believe that their damnation will be juſt; 


far no man ever acted azd ſpoke, as Chriſt theie 
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Lord did, and heamong other things once declar- 
ed, that if any man would do the will of him, that 
ſent him, he ſhould know of the docrine whether 
it be of God. The unbelievers, therefore, will nor 
do the will of God, and not one of them is flineere. 
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A Short Account of the LUTHERAN 
CHURCH. 
I ADHD 


HAT the enemy would fow diflentians and er- 

rors into the Church, the Lord himſelt has de- 
clared and his apoſtles have repeated it, Matthew 
25,13. 1 Tim: 4, 1, Paul and John beth teſtify, that 
this happened already in their time. They both, 
however, prophecy of a more alarming and gene- 
ral decay of the chriſtian church. Here too the 
divine permi{ton of the evil, as jn the caſe of the 
hzman tall, is founded in wiſdom and benevolence, 
Had there been no beaſt and no image of the beaſt, 
there could not be a congregation of ſuch excel- 
jent ſouls, as are diſcribed, Rev. 15, 2. at the ſea 
of zlals mingled with fire that had gotten the vic- 
tory over the bealt and over his image. - To him 
that ayercomes glory, crown and lite is promiſ- 
ed, and the Lord by his wile permiſivos takes 
care, that ſouls diſpoſed tro be engaged for their 
Lord, may not miſs their aim. 

The beaſt juſt mentioned is the degenerated 
church, and its image, its idolatrous mode of wor- 
ſbip introduced by perſecution and violence, the 
pliraſe being taken from the image of Nebuchodo- 
noſar intruded as the ON of worſhip, under rhe 
pain3 oi death, Dan. 2, 

In the year of the Frnd* ra, 606, the empe- 
ror Phocas declared the biſhop of Rome the head 
of the whole Chriſtian Church, and as his ſucceſſors 
became the patrons of the image- worſhip, a ſyſtem 


of oppertgn and yiolence enſucd in the Church,

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which ſoon ſurpaſſed the horrors of all the perſe. 


cution of the heatheniſh emperors. lo this came 
the ablurd doqrine of rtranſubſtantiation, which 


eſtabliſhed a new kind of idolatry, and that of a 


Purgatory, W hich brought forth the irrationaland 


ſaperſtitious maſs and the blaipheming Indulgen- 


cies. Beſides rhis the Latin language was introdyu- 
ced in divine f{ervice, no word of Gud preached or 
explained, the cup taken from the people in the 
ſacrament, the prieſt forced to celibacy, from 
which aroſe ſcandals beyond comprehenſion, 
Againſt theſe, and other ruinous errors and a- 
buſes the Lord, from time to time, ſtirred up 
many witneſles. To ſuch we may reckon ſome of 
the Greek emperors, in the year 755. 238 Greek 
biſhops at once, forty years after the emperor 
Charlemagne with a number of biſhops convened 
at Francford, though Gregory II. in a council at 
Rome in the year 726, had in the moſt ſolemn man- 
ner eltab];ſhed the worſhip of images ; many Bul- 
garian-and Lombardian biſhops, who on account 
of their averſion to the abuſes, errors anq idolatry 
would not join the {1xth general council held in the 
vear 680, at Conſtantinople, a great many indivi- 
dual teachers, and writers, of which Flacius in the 
book de teſtibus veritatis gives an account ; but 
above all, the Waidenſian church, eſtabliſhed in 
France and Fiemont, and extended in the year 1175 
ro Bohemia, from whence they ſent miſhionaries to 
England, Hungary and Germany. Againſt thele 
the Popes inſtituted crucjates, as they did againſt 
the Mahomethans, andthe perſecutions were hor- 
rible and execrable. Jn the year 1215 a general 
council at the Lateran was held ap#infſt them, con- 
ſiting of 1293 prelutes, and tranſubltantiation con- 
firmed. Ten years before the two orders, the 
Dominician and Franciſcan had been eſtabliſhed, 
egrepiouſly aCapred to explain the beaſt, repre- 
ſented Rev. 12, 11. with the fortificatien of 1wo0 
horps. Fifty year 8 after, the idolatrous proceſl- 
lons with is pretended body of Chriſt were an» 
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0ituted. About the year 13738, an eminent teach- 
er 1n England, John Wiclet bore: his re{timonics 
againit theſe abomingzions; The lame did, 33 
y ears after Wiolef, John Hus and Fieronymus, 
of Frag, in Bohemia, who were both burnt by Ors 
dcr of the Council of Conſtance, calied the feven- 
teenth general, Art laſt Martin Luther, a proteilor 
of divinity 16 the uni\ erlity of Wittenberg In Sax- 
ony with tre fame {pirit, but with more tuccets 
underte 50k the talk, 

| bis truly pious and enlightened man had, when 
jn Erford in a monaſtry, found opportunity, dil1- 
gently to read the bible: Irritateqdat W wnttenberg, 
when he was a public teacher, at the impudent 
manner, with which one, John Tezel, preached 
ndulgencies, ſent for that purpoſe by the Arch- 
biſlop of Mayence tht oogh all Germany, he wrote 
ninety-five theſes againſt Tezel's procedure and 
the common opinion of theſe induſgeacies, for 
which in the year 1518, he was cited to Augſburg 
to appear before the cardinal Cajetan, where he 
az2in{t the flatteries and menaces of the cardina}, 
remained inflexible. Jn the year following he dit. 
pared with Dr, Eck at Leiplic of the pope, purga- 
tory, indulgencies, penitence and latisfattion for 
{13S. 

In the year 1519. a Franciſcan Samſon preached 
the iadulgencies in the Swils country, io the ſame 
manaer as Tezel had done in Germany, againit 
which Viric Zwingel, a pious and learned teacher 
of the church, made ſimilar efforts as Lather had 
done. A calviniltic writer, more accurate than 
many of the reſt { Lud. Lavater. hiflor. Sacram. 
Fo1.-33-)contefles-this, though it.is.the.opiniun.ct 
many, that Zwingle had begun in the year 1716, 
Zwingle diſagreed with Luther in the point of the 
Lord's Supper, where he maintained; that the 
words of the inſtitution, this 1s my body, this 1s 
my blood, were to be taken in a figurative ſente:: 
breaking the bread and drinking the wine, ſhould 
revive inthe molt lively manner the remembrance of 
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the death of rhe Saviour. Luther and his afloc;. 
ates did not think them ſelves entitled ro fuch zn 
explanation, Every exertion of laith excites ſuch 
a remembrance, Here arc the words oft a te{}:- 
ments, not of a parable, where *'tliis 1s, me be, 
this ignifes,”” The bread and the wine are ſymbols 
and not the body and blood of the Lord. Eut if 
I, o1ving a paper LO 2 Derlon, Lay : take this, this 
IS my houſe, nv pPerivn millakes the meaning, 
Paul ſays, 1 Cor. 10, 16, that the bread, we break 
1s the communion with the Lord's buily, Fating 
therefore this bread 15 1n conicquence of this uni- 
on, eating the Lord's body, Ot the mede of this 
union we ought not to attempt an explanation. — 
T.et it be. called a ſacraments! union, becaule 
there 1s nothiug in the nature of thisss, that ib- 
Juitrates it or is like it, But remain firmly by the 
words: this (eating) is (cating) Chriit's body, 
Zwingle who in the year 1529, was prelent at a 
religious dialogue at Marburg, would not vield to 
fuch repreſentations of the Saxonian Givines, 416 
he therefore, with Oecol-mpadius ard Cariſtadct, 
made his particular profellion of faith, which was 
preſented at the diet of Avgſourg, but not read. 
There the oppoſers of popery became divided, 
which divifion, to the moiſt heartfelt regret of 
all the lovers of truth, continues to this day, To 
the above diſagreement in the explanation of rhe 
Lord's ſupper c2me foine matters of ſmaller im- 
portance, which, had oniy the Swiſs divines drop- 
ped their oppoſition to a res) communion of the 
twoelements, and excluding only tranflubſtantiati- 
on, permited each dirine to uſe the language of rhe 
fatbers.of the firſt four centuries, which all ſpeak 
of fuch a communion { fee Chryſoltomns in pearti- 
cular in his letter to Coele{tinus)ſuppoſing a poſli- 
bility of the omniprelence of that Lord with re- 
ſpe& to his divinity and humanity, whe could op- 
pear , where Goors were 3Jocked, diſeppear, ai- 
cend in the clouds etc, would all havecome to an 
amicable accommodation. Such things concerned 
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(harch-ceremonies, of which the Saxonian divines 
taught, that every thing and uſage ſhevuld be kept, 
thar could be kep without ſin or ſuperſition. 

In the year 1520. Luther and his afluciates pre- 
ſented their confefiion of faith to the emperor 
Charles V. and the diet of Auglburg. 

In the year following the proteſtant princes and 
fates made a covenant and league rogether at 
Smalcalden, of which the ele&or of Saxony and 
the Landgrave of Hefle were the heads, Not all 
the Lutherans, however, joined it. 

In the year 1535S. The pope propoſed a council 
to be held at Mantua, for which purpolſe-the pro- 
teltants drew up ſome ariicles at Smalkalden, to 
lay them before the council, which articles now, 
though the council was not held, belong the Sym- 
bolical articles of the Lutheran church, 

In the year 153y, the kingdom of Denmark was 
reformed according, to the principles of Luther by 
the inſtrumentaly of Dr. Bugenhagen, who was 
adviſed by Luther not to abrogate biſhops, as they 
had done in Saxony. 

In Sweden a diiciple of Luther, Olaus Petri had 
preached againlt popery ſoon after the reformation 
of Saxony : but the Lutheran church was not fully 
eltabliiked before the year 1593. 

Zwingle had died in a war, where he as a Swiſs 
citizea had been obliged to appear, in the year, 
1531, Five years after John Calvin, a native of 
France, and a truly pious and learned divine, cawe 
to Baſle 11 the Swis country, and pubiified there 
his inſtitutions in divinity. He cyincided with 
Zwingie's notions butsdded aten*t of a divine ab- 
ſolute predeſtination to life and damnation, as it 
was formerly-maintained abont the year 847 by 
one Godfchalc, Fis -xpreſitous were as ſtrong in 
thiz reſpe&, as poſliie, tor in the 23. Book, chapr. 
24 he ſays : Such as he has creaied to miſery of 
life and perdition of death, that they ſhould be 
the organs of his wrath, and inſtances of ſeverity, 
eto come to their deſtination, either deprives of 
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the means, to hear his word, or renders them by 
the preaching of it more {tupid and blind. This 
could not but erlargethe breach, lor the Lutherans 
had declared in their conlefhion Art, 2, of the 
the ſon of God : that Chriſt had offered himlelf 
for all the actual fins of mankind, and had, Art. 
12, of repentance, rejected thoſe, who deny, that 
ſach as were once jultihed can looſe the holy Spirit, 
The Lutherans, therefore, hold and maintain a ge- 
neral conditional decree ot pfedeltination under 
the condition of taith and perſeverance, at the 
fame time, wheu they declare, that men by the 
freedom of their will are not able cither, to begin, 
or go through with any thing in things of God, 
without God's afliitance. The Lutherans with all 
their heart believe that it is God, who works in 
them both to will and to do of his good pleaſure. 
Becauſe by nature they were darkened and could 
not will, what they did net know. Burt a dilpolt- 
tion, to do the will of the creator, it only known 
will ſoon be followed by a nearer call. The Spi- 
rit of Chrift wi!] entighten ſuch as hunger and 
thirſt, and by fceing now'the means, formerly un- 
known, and by beivg afhſted from above, they will 
find the freedom of their will reſtorcd for the pur- 
poſe of choling the true means to pleaſe God. A4All 
men fcel a natural adverfity againlt divine things, 
Bat a wiſh, that it may be otherwiſe, is not in- 
compatible with this captivity under fin. Bleſled, 
tacrefore, are ſuch as hunger and thirſt, for in 
them the Lord will begin, and it they apply the 
means faithfully, finiſh the work of ſalvation. 
Luther was {enfible of the learning, piety and 
god intentions -of Caivin, ſent-his {ajutation to 
- him by Bacer in the year 1539, and encouraged 
him. Calvin (in his expoſition of Jeſaia) calls 
Luther the prophet of Germany, and the men of 
God, anq wrote in the year 1545, to him in the 
following terms ; I would io God | could fly. to 
you, and enjay at leaſt your converſation tor teme 
hours, What 1s not given us in 1918 lite, 3 Lupe 
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we ſhall both enjoy in the kingdom of God. In 
the year following, Luther died, In the year 
1542 the Lutherans in Germany attempted the 
reſtoration of biſhops ; Nicolaus de Armsdorf was 
made the firſt Lntheran biſkop in Naumburg in 
Germany. But he being removed in the year 
1547, after the defeat of the proteſtants bv 
CharlesV. the proteltants in Germany at the rrea- 
ty of peace agreed to diſcontinue, not the thing, 
hit only the nam=2 of biſhops, and call:d 
heir ecleſtaſtical inſpectors, ſuperintendents.-- 
The revennes of the brfihopricks were generally 
2pplied to the uſe of ſchools and univeriaties, in 
which, ſince that time, rhe proteſtant conntries of 
Gerinany, - and particularly Saxony, Hanover and 
Wurtemberg confeſledly excell. 

In the Year 1545, the council of Trent begin. 
This council anathematized all the do&rine of the 
proteftants, eſtabliſhed all the abuſes of the church 
of Rome, even ſuch as bad only crept in of late, 
and aljanated the aſteRions of the people, that 
wiſhed only to conform their faith to the clear dic- 
tates of the word of God; from that chriitian 
church, which was pleaſed to aflume for 1t{elt ex- 
clufively the name of the catholic, for ever. 

Soon after ihe death of that bleſſed inftrument ia 
the hand of God, Luther, the Smalcaldean league 
made war with the Emperor, overlooking perhaps 
the warning, Revel. 13, 10. and was defeated, — 
The El-&or of Saxony and the Landgrave of Heſfle 
were both taken priſoners, and the tormer tenten- 
ced to ſuffer death. At theinterceſhon of Maurice, 
the dac and afterwards EleQor of Saxony, this ſen- 
tence was reverſed, but Eeftor was deprived of 
his Ele@orihip which Maurice obtained Among 
thearticles yropoſed to him the captiveJohn Frede- 
rick for ſub{cription, there was one : the Eledqor 
ſhould promiſe, to receive and admit in things 
concerning religion, what the Council of Trent 
3nd the Emperor ſhould decree. This was. abſo=- 
lutely refuſed and the Emperor did not think it 
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adviſable to infilt upon that article, To ſhew the 
world this example of conſtancy and then turn the 
whole tor the belt of the proteſtanr cauſe, was a 
motive in the divine wildem ſufficient to explain 
the permiſſion of fuch a mournful cataſtrophe, 
Maurice turned his arms now againſt the Emperor 
and compelled him m the veer 1552, by the treaty 
of Paſſau, to grant to the proteſtants tbe free exer- 
ciſe of their religion, which was confirmed and 
fully eſtabliſh by the peace of Aupſburg in the year 
1555. 

The Lutheran Church is row the eſtabliſhed one 
in Sweden, Denmark, the kingdom of Pruſſia, in 
three Ele&torates of Germany, viz. Saxony, Bran- 
denburg and Hanover, 1n many ducdoms and prin- 
cipalities, as Brarſwick-Wolfenbuttle, Wirtem- 
berg, Baden, Befle-Darmftadt, in many imperial 
cities, as Franckfort, Angſburg, Bamburg &c. ard 
there are many of this confeſhon, called the unal- 
tered Angnſtan Conlefton in contra-diſtin&ion 
from the Zwinglan, in Poland, Hungary, England 
Holland and in America, 

The government,of this Church, as likewiſe ritu- 
al, it follows, is various. Where the rulers are 
of the ſame confeſkon, they follow their directions 
in external things, and for the ordination of the 
miniſters theſe rulers eſtabliſh councils, called con- 
fiſtories. But where 1111s 18 not 1he caſe, or where 
the government is a republican one, the miniſters 
together form a body for the purpole of governing 
the Church and examining and ordaining miniſters, 
as in Hamburg, Franckfort and America. The 
miniſters however are every where under the in- 
ſpetion of an eccleliaſtical overſeer, called bithop 
in Sweden and Denmark. and Superintendents, In- 
ſpe&tors or Seniors in Germany. But their authority 
does not extend farther, than to admoniſh, ex- 
amine matters of controverſy or complaint, and 
make reports to the conliſtories or miniſtries. 

The Lutheran Church has always been bleſſed 
with divines eminent in literature and piety. 
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the time of reformation the alloctates of Luthes 
were men, filled with che ipirit of pri mitlve Curit- 
tianiry. Luther 3 elght volames in fviio breathe 
the fame [p1Fit and [io 1a4lize him as a man w alKing 
with God. Since that time there bave been many 
articular revivals of relivion in this Church, Ai 
aſcetic book of Joba Araadr, a ſuperintendent of 
elle in the eletorate of Hanover, Who was born 
ren vears aſter the death of Luther, called the tree 
Chriſtianity, tranſlited almoſt in all the living lay- 
PUages, and wirkout which there is at prefent 
ſcarcely any pious family in Sweden, Det ma: k er 
Germany, ſeems to have contributed a great deal 
to this. A new epoch 1n favour 0: eXperimenta) 
religion aroſe by the inſtrumentality of that man 
of God, Phil. Jacob Spiner, born fourteen years 
after the death of Arndt, atter which two univer- 
fries were in a remarkable mwanner vitited by tlie 
mighty work of rhe pIry of p-ace, viz. lena and 
m the beginniag of this century t all, where iv the 
former Buddeus and in the latter Aug. Berman 
Frank, the founder of the largeſt orphan houſe in 
the world, had their principul ſhares, From this 
the happie(t conleq! 1Ence. TELilred t& the Church 
at large, for it initilled early lite into the breaſt 
of its tature teachers, and lince that time Germus<« 
ay abounds with books for the promotion of Gad-' 
lineis and Chriſtian piety, more than any country 
in the world, and the families feem to be as fond 
of them, as the families in many other countrics 
of the political almanac avd of news papets. 

That the two proteſtagt Churches have often 
fiewn animoſities againit one another, is true azd 
to be lamented. But that fuck times are paſt, is 
a rroth, more joytul, than another, which like=- 
wile ought nor tobe concealed, that true piety in 
the ev angeljcal Church, {tands highly 1n'need of a 
new and energetic revival and that it is doubtful in 
many cales, whether the preteut unton of the two 
Churches, which however every true Chriſtian wzll 
With to be indilioJuble, 4s to be derived frum en-- 
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lizhtened notions, or worldly intereſt, from bry 
theriy love or from indifterence. 

The ſymbolical books of rhe Lutheran Church 
are: 1. The Avguſtan Confeſhon, 2. The apology 
or defence ut it, 2. The <Smatlcalcean articles, 
4. The larger, 5. I he ſmaller Catechiſm of Luther, 
6. The form of Concord. 1 hetkritis reckoned rg 
be the principal touchklitone uf a teacher's agree- 
W<Ent with this Church. 

To the peculiar bleſſings of this Church belong 
two things, which ſhonld-yet be mentioned. The 
one 1s, that it has not been diſtrafted by non-con- 
toriity. 'Ihe Moravian brethren are not to be 
eonſidered as ariling from them, for they were a 
branch of the Huſhtic Bohemian Church, though 
many Lutherans and Calyinilt have encreaſed their 
number, and though the Lutherans conſider them 
as their brethren. The other 15 a quite Lnexan.- 
pled fondneſs of the members ot this Church for 
ſpiritual hymns. The common people learn them 
by heart and are inſtructed by them and the fami- 
Jies are more frequently, than perhaps any where 
elſe, heard to ſing praiſes to the Lord in their 
honſes. To find a thouſand hymns in a church. 
wy mn-book, 15 a thing quite common. 

In all the United States of America there are 
Lutheran congregations, except New-Haimpſhire, 
Vermont, Rhode-lfland and Connecticut. In Pen- 
ſylvania the members of this Church are the melt 
numerou*s. To the Jate Dr. Henry Mublenhergh, 
who died in the year 1737, belongs the immortal 
honor of having formed in Penntylvauia a regular 
miniſtry, and what is ſomewhat remarkable, to one 
of his ſons; who officiated asLutheran miniſter from 
the year 1772, to 1776, in the city of New-York, 
that of having formed the Eyargelical miyiltry of 
New-York Satc,
